which is due to kings, Ict vs now take heede:ynto the 
ground of this ( The words of the Oath of God) wherein 
we may conſider the formeit was an oath of God,the 
matter was the words wherein jt was conceilted : for 
a formalldifferenceit is called the oath of God, becauſe 
euery oath.is not of God. Our;Sauiour and-Saint lames 
hath forbid all ſwearing,that is,all ſwearing by the crea- 
tures, whetherheauen or earth, gifts or Altars, Tem» 
ples or Ieruſalem,becauſe this kind of ſwearing is againſt 
God, our felues, and the condition of an oath. A+ 
gainſt God, for therein we ſhould attribute his attri- 
butes, omni-ſcience, almightineſſe, and the iuſt re- 
uenge of periuries tothe creatures; which glories God 
wil giue to none other. Againſt our ſelues, for men'com« 
monly ſweare by greater then themſelues, ſo that here- 
by we make the creatures which are inferiour, to bee 
better, then. mankinde, ſtis. againſt the nature 'of -an 
oath, for euery formall oath is an inuocation, andan 
imprecation. An inuocation of witneſſe, and an impre- 
cation 
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cation of puniſhmear, if it be falſe, which ncither can 
be granted of the creature, nor expected of the ſwearer, 
Our Saujour and Sainrg 7ames forbade all falſe, vaine- 
glorious, and offenſiue ſwearing in our cuſtomarie 
communication, theſe bee not- oaths of God, norcf 
good, but of cuill. An oath of God is made according 


tohis word, and /eremie ſaith, it muſt haue three con- 


ditions: truth, iudgement, and rightcouſneflſeyir muſt 
be ſolemne vndertaken with due iudgement, it muſt 
be certaine ,the better to aſſure the hearers of an vn- 
knowne truth, it muſt bee righteous to determine 
right from wrong : and being thus it is cotamanded in 
the Law : Thou ſhall feare the Lord thy God, thou 
ſhalt ſerue him, and ſweare by his name, it is pro- 


' phecyed in F/ay, that thoſe of the new Couenant 


of the Goſpell, ſhould ſweare by thename of GOD, 
it is promiſt a reward,' if they will learne the wayes 
of my people, to ſiveare by my name, they ſhall be 
built 'vp in the midſt of my people, thoſe which 
with reuerence performe this duty, ſhall bee edified 
in faith, and aduanced in Gods kingdome. An oath 
is alaw of Nations, which G O D neuecr aboliſhed, 
a part of the divine worſhip, for therein wee con- 
fefſe him Judicem, indicem and winarem, as GOD 
heares our oaths, hee knowes ourhearts, as he diſ- 
cernesin his wiſedome, he will diſcouer in his ivſtice, 
& in his iudgment puniſh our double dealing. Such an 
oath isa means of helpe'in all humane vncerrainties,for 

eneral docrines{(as the Schoole-men ſay) may be con- 

rmed by generall concluſions , but particular occur- 
rences muſt haue particular confirmation fuch confir- 
mation cannot come from any ſenſible creature,which 
knows not what is truth, nor from'any man, for ors 
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homo mendax, euerie man is eafie to be deceiued, andſo 
readie to decciue: it cannot come from Angels, for Sa. 
than may transforme himſclte into an Angell of light: 
it muſt therefore onely come from God alone, who 
being cald vpon as a witneſle, will either certifie the 
matrer, or puniſh the for{wearer : let vs rherefore take 
with vs the conditions of Jereme. We may well vnder- 
take an oath; God often ſwore vnto the Patriarkes, the 
Patriarkes often ſwore, as appeareth in Geneſis, att An: 
gell ſwearcth inthe Rewelation,an oath was often vſed of 
the faithfull, as in equall couenants betweene Abraham 
and Abimeleck, in lega]l vowes as the Natares, iniudi- 


ciall pleadings, as in the cafe of borrowed goods becing- 
endamaged : this was vſed of brethren in their bargai- | 


ning, as betweene /acob and Efau, of captaines, in their 


| confederacies , as of 1ndas and Nicanor ; of ſeruants to | 


their maiſters, as Aoſes made an oath to Jethro to ſtay 
with him : Thus Princes often ſwore vnto their ſub- 
ieQs, as the Princes of the congregation. did vnto the 
Gibeonites that they ſhould liuez Salomen fwolcro 4d 
z#iah, that he ſhould not be ſlaine for his rebellion: every 
king when hee takes his Crowne, vndertakes an oath, 
why ſhould not ſubjects alſo ſweare vnto thrir Prince? 
Such was this oath here mentioned of Salome, for other- 
wiſe it agreesneither to the former clauſe, where he bids 
vs obſerue theking, nor tothe later , where he forbids 
all refiſting him the words are not particulatly recited, 
but the ſenſe is plaine , it required obedience, and for- 
bad reſiſtances thus princes oft exacted an oath of their 
inferiours tor performance of their duties : as efhud 
did of Achaz, that hee ſhould confefle his faulte : Exy4 
{wore the Prieſts and Leuites and all Iſraell to do accor- 
ding to his word: Caiphas-adiured Chriſt , hee ſhould 


confeſle, 
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confeſſe, whether hee were the Sonne of God, 'Oorno : 
our Kingly Prophetand preacher tooke an oath of Sbr- 
me, that he ſhould not take a tourney beyond order; 
and (it may be well ) commanded all his people ypan 
their oaths to keepe their faith ro him, againſt his' ene- 
mie /eroboars; thus magiſtrates may well demaund, and 
ſubieRs render oaths. 

Now whether this of Allegeance be ſuchan one-or
